Tragedy struck our family this past Wednesday evening as what appears to be a large wolf 
took our pet dog from Artillary Road near Eagle River on Fort Richardson. The next 
morning we tracked the animal (s) and found a few remains about a mile from the core of 
Eagle River. This attack was about 30 feet from my wife. 



We really wanted our loss to become others warning as to this danger that is so close. 
Several calls were made to the Anchorage and Fort Richardson ADFG offices in the early 
morning and again in the afternoon, but as of Thursday evening none of them have been 
returned. The overriding concern is the question of how important is the public safety to 
these people? One of the clerks responded that wolf attacks on dogs are fairly commonl I 
don't recall any in the Municipality of Anchorage in the past 10 years, so are there facts 
regarding other attacks in the MOA that are not being given to the public? There are many 
children and other dogs in our community that are the same size as our 3 6 pound dog. 



We ask you to have someone check with ADFG to see if this incident is "common" around the 
MOA, and why no one has responded to our messages. The public deserves to know the 
frequency and location of these types of incidents so they can avoid them. This should 
have been actively investigated to determine the type, number, and health of the attacking 
animal before precious evidence is lost. 
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ThanJc you for the opportunity to address my concerns. I hope and pray for the safety of 
our people, and their pets.

We met with Senator Stevens this morning and discussed a number of items: 



* Gas Pipeline - Senator Stevens would like a briefing after the preliminary analysis of 
the pipeline applications has been completed. He suggested a joint briefing of the entire 
congressional delegation shortly after the first of the year. 



In the interim, the Senator doesn't intend to comment on the pipeline or AG I A and doesn't 
think that his colleagues in the delegation will do so either. He doesn't believe that the 
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Bush administration will take sides between the producers and pipeline companies. His 
feeling is that Congress and the Bush administration want a viable pipeline project and 
want to know that steps are being taken in this direction. 



He did say, as Senator Murkowski told us earlier in the week, that serious talk about 
exporting North Slope gas to the Pacific Rim would probably lead to legislation 
prohibiting this possibility. 



We expressed concern that certain provisions of the Senate's Climate Change bill could 
adversely impact the gas pipeline. His staff has identified the same problem and is 
working to resolve it. 



* Amicus Brief /Exxon-Valdez - the Senator is experimenting with an amicus brief of his own 
that would convey his personal observations about what transpired in the immediate 
aftermath of the Exxon/Valdez disaster. He doesn't see this as incompatible with possibly 
joining the state's brief and said that he would be talking further with Senator Murkowski 
and Congressman Young about how to proceed. He understands the relevant deadlines and 
will get back to us after these discussions. 



Per the request I received from Craig Tillery, I talked to the Senator about helping to 
ensure that the Bush administration does not support Exxon's position. He doubted that 
there would be White House pressure but directed his staff to make some inquiries. 
Yesterday, I spoke with the Vice President's office to express our request that the 
administration either join with us or stay neutral. 



* ESA/Polar Bears/Belugas - We exchanged information about what the state has been doing 
and what he has been doing. Regarding belugas, I had the feeling that he has been 
talking with Bill Hogarth of NHFS, but I didn't press him on the content of these 
discussions. Concerning polar bears, he believes that the state needs to do more in the 
public relations arena - for example, inviting the media to see what is happening on the 
North Slope. He is very concerned that a listing could preclude not only oil and gas 
activity but even subsistence use. 



Much of what he said is already incorporated into the Governor's draft op-ed piece on 
climate change and polar bears. He suggested that the op-ed be given some national 
distribution. 



* Climate Change/Village Relocation -He envisions a regime where the state would do the 
planning; the Denali Commission would coordinate and otherwise assist in execution; and 
various federal agencies would provide funding through the Commission or in coordination 
with it. We talked about having a centralized NEPA process involving all relevant 
agencies. We also discussed the pros and cons of retaining the Center for Climate 
Strategies to assist the Climate Change Sub- cabinet. (This will be a topic at the next 
meeting of the Sub- cabinet . ) 



* Mining and Wetlands - We talked about the negative implications for Alaska of pending 
mining and wetlands legislation. I told the Senator about the state's analysis of both 
bills and our work this week in DC with the Department of Law. The Senator reiterated his 
concern about the Pebble project and said that it could give Alaska mining a bad name.

December 10, 2007, Anchorage, Alaska — Governor Sarah Palin today announced a number of 
appointments to state boards and commissions responsible for fisheries research and 
management, oil spill planning and response, earthquake safety, and prevention of domestic 
violence, sexual assault and suicide. 



North Pacific Research Board 



Governor Palin appointed Steve MacLean, and reappointed Dorothy Childers, Gerry Merrigan, 
P&m Pope and Denis Wiesenburg to the North Pacific Research Board. 



The Research Board is responsible for managing a comprehensive science program relating 
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to the fisheries and marine ecosystems in the North Pacific Ocean, Bering Sea, and Arctic 
Ocean. It recommends, prioritizes and awards funding to research projects; promotes 
scientific cooperation and collaboration; and supports enhanced public understanding of 
those ecosystems and fisheries. Its 11 members are drawn from federal and state 
management and research agencies, including five appointed by Alaska's governor, to serve 
three-year terms. 



MacLean, of Anchorage, is an Inupiaq subsistence whale hunter who crews a whaling boat in 
Barrow. He has served on the Research Board's advisory committee and its local and 
traditional knowledge committee. MacLean earned a bachelor's degree in biology from 
Whitman College, and a master's degree in wildlife and fisheries science from Texas A&M 
University. He was appointed to an advisory seat representing the interests of Alaska 
Natives , 



Childers of Anchorage, is program director and former executive director of the Al'aska 
Marine Conservation Council, which advocates for marine and coastal conservation in 
Alaska. She is a representative on the Alaska Sea Grant Public Advisory Group and a 
director of the Marine Fish Conservation Network. Childers has advocated for sustainable 
fishing by protecting habitat and minimizing bycatch. She recently won a three-year, 
$150,000 fellowship from the Pew Institute for Ocean Science to study climate change in 
the Bering Sea. Childers holds a bachelor's degree from the State University of New York- 
Empire State, she has served on the board since 2005, and was reappointed to a seat 
representing environmental organizations. 



Merrigan, of Petersburg, works in government affairs for Prowler Fisheries of Petersburg. 
A commercial salmon troller and halibut fisherman since 1984, he is currently a member 
of the North Pacific Fishery Management Council. He has previously served on the Pacific 
Salmon Commission, Northern Panel, and was director of the Petersburg Vessel Owners 
Association. Merrigan has also worked as a forestry technician, boat carpenter, and state 
fisheries biologist. He holds a bachelor's degree in science from Rollins College and a 
master's degree in forestry from Duke University, Merrigan was appointed to a seat 
representing the fishing interests. 



Pope, of Anchorage, is a project health, safety and environmental manager with BP Alaska 
Exploration, Inc., and has held a variety of health, safety and environmental support and 
management positions with the company, including environmental policy analyst, scientist 
and engineer. She has worked for BP for 26 years, including more than 20 years of 
experience supporting onshore and offshore oil exploration and production in Alaska, 
including managing North Slope environmental research projects, and writing oil spill and 
pollution control plans. She has served on numerous state and international organizations 
relating to the oil industry's environmental protection efforts. Pope earned a bachelor's 
degree in zoology from California State University-Long Beach, and a master's degree in 
environmental quality science and engineering from the University of Alaska Anchorage. 
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She has served on the Research Board since 2 01 and was reappointed to a seat representing 
oil and gas interests. 



Wiesenburg, of Fairbanks, is dean of the School of Fisheries and Ocean Sciences at the 
University of Alaska Fairbanks . His extensive career in research and academia includes 
work as professor and chair of marine sciences at the University of Southern Mississippi; 
associate director of the geochemical and environmental research group at Texas A&M 
University; and oceanographer with the Naval Ocean Research and Development Activity at 
Stennia Space Center in Mississippi. He has been heavily involved in fisheries and 
oceanography issues and research, with his numerous published articles addressing issues 
including water composition and quality. Wiesenburg holds a bachelor's degree in 
chemistry from Duke University, a master's degree in oceanography from Old Dominion 
University and a doctorate in oceanography from Texas A&M University. He has served on 
the Research Board since 2005 and was reappointed to a seat representing academia. 



Pacific Salmon Commission, Northern Panel 



Governor Palin appointed Brian Frenette to the Northern Panel of the Pacific Salmon 
Commission. 



The Northern Panel is one of several regional panels that provide technical and 
regulatory advice on salmon stocks to the Pacific Salmon Commission, created by a 1985 
treaty to coordinate West Coast salmon management. The panels help negotiate and 
implement treaty provisions, and draw on technical data, annual plans, regulations and 
salmon enhancement programs to make pre- and post-season recommendations to the 
Commission. The Northern Panel includes representatives of government and fishing 
interests, nominated by the governor and appointed by the U.S. Secretary of Commerce, to 
four-year terms. 



Frenette, of Juneau, is the Southeast regional sportfishing supervisor for the Department 
of Fish and Game. His previous work for the department in Southeast Alaska included 
positions as project leader for salmon habitat research, for marine creel surveys, and for 
fisheries research, and as seafood industry liaison. He has published scientific papers 
on fish management issues relating to Southeast fisheries. Frenette earned a bachelor's 
degree in water resources and aquatic biology from the University of Wisconsin- Stevens 
Point. As the governor's Alaska alternate appointment to the panel, he need not be 
appointed by the Secretary. 
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Prince William Sound Oil Spill Recovery Institute Advisory Board 



Governor Palin reappointed Pete Kompkoff, Doug Lentsch, George Levasseur, Bill Lindow and 
Glenn UjioJca to the Prince William Sound Oil Spill Recovery Institute's Advisory Board. 



The Institute was established in federal law in IS 9 after the Exxon Valdez oil spill to 
identify and develop the best available techniques, equipment and materials to deal with 
cold-water marine oil spills, and to help federal and state officials document, assess and 
understand the long-term effects of such spills. It is guided by its Advisory Board, 
which includes representatives of state and federal agencies dealing with oil spills, 
marine scientists, Alaska Natives and residents of communities affected by the Exxon 
Valdez spill. Members are appointed to two-year terms. 



Kompkoff, of Chenega Bay, is a commercial gillnet fisherman in Prince William Sound, and 
a member of the gillnetters ' and piledrivers' unions. He attended the Bates Vocational 
Technical Institute in Washington and graduated from Shasta College. He has been active 
in tribal government, having served as president- of the Chenega Village Council. Kompkoff 
was reappointed to a seat representing Alaska Natives from communities affected by the 
Exxon Valdez oil spill. 



Lentsch, of Nikiski, has been general manager of Cook Inlet Spill & Prevention Inc. since 
1995. He spent 25 years with the U.S. Coast Guard. During the Exxon Valdez oil spill in 
1989 he served as chief of the Coast Guard's Pollution Response Branch in Washington, 
D.C., responsible for writing and putting into effect regulations requiring spill 
contingency plana for vessels and facilities. Lentsch and his office provided significant 
technical assistance to Congress in planning for and drafting the Oil Pollution Act of 
1990. He earned a bachelor's degree in geology from Montana State University. Lentsch 
was reappointed to a seat representing the oil and gas industry. 
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Levasseur, of Valdez, is a commercial fisherman and charter boat captain who retired as a 
state road and airport operations manager. He is a 29-year member of the Valdez Fisheries 
Development Board, and has been on the PWS Regional Citizens' Advisory Council- Levasseur 
is a member of the core fleet of SERVS fishing vessels trained, to respond to oil spills in 
the Sound. He graduated from the University of Minnesota. Levasseur was reappointed to a 
seat representing Sound fishermen. 



Lindow, of Cordova, has been a commercial salmon gillnetter in Copper River and Prince 
William Sound since 1973 and a halibut fisherman in the Gulf of Alaska since 1337. He has 
served on the board of the PWS Aguaculture Corp., the Copper River Fisherman's Cooperative 
and the Copper River Salmon Producers Association, and as a member of the PWS Regional 
Citizen's Advisory Council. Lindow attended the University of Colorado and the University 
of North Carolina-Charlotte. He was reappointed to a seat representing fishing 
organizations . 



Ujioka, of Cordova, is a commercial salmon gillnetter in Copper River and Prince William 
Sound, He works as a maintenance eguipment operator for an Alaska Native consortium that 
contracts the Alyeska's SERVS fleet of oil tanker escort vessels in the Sound. He has 
been active on various boards and commissions, including the Alaska Marine Conservation.

Responding to your request for budget priority suggestions, I offer the following: 



For wise use of some of the state's new oil revenue, I suggest restoring the Alaska Legal 
Services Corporation to the budget at a substantial amount. In the early 1980 's, the 
state appropriation to ALSC was $1.2 or 1.3 million, and the corporation was able to 
maintain 14 offices statewide. That amount gradually dwindled to the point where Frank 
Murkowski zeroed out the ALSC appropriation altogether a couple of years ago. 



People have not gotten kinder to each other over the years, and the need of low- income 
people to have legal advice and legal representation in court has not diminished. ALSC 
provides civil-law legal help to thousands of these people each year, but many more 
thousands go unassisted. First, it is unfair for their income level to deprive them of 
access to our legal system. Second, when they find themselves in court, and having to 
represent themselves, their unf ami liar ity with the procedures and the law clog the system 
for everybody. 



It appears that Governor Murkowski did not care whether poor people have that assistance, 
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and, since a majority of ALSC' s clients are Alaska Natives, it appears that he did not 
care about them either. I trust that, with your new approach to handling the state's 
business in the best interests of all of its people, you will restore ALSC to the budget 
-- and at a level that will enable the corporation to re-establish at least some of its 
rural offices and hire additional staff for the incredibly overburdened urban offices. 



ALSC's budget is stretched very thin. It is efficient. ALSC's employees accept low 
salaries because they believe in the principle of providing access to the justice system 
regardless of the lack of income of their clients. Support of ALSC assures a huge "bang 
for the buck. " 



Thank you for considering this suggestion.

I am a two and a half year employee of Mat Su Community Transit, better known' as MASCOT, 
based in Wasilla. As you know, we operate on grant moneys, as long as we can meet them. 
Well, here is the schpeel. We are hanging on by a thin margin, and the grant match moneys 
are getting harder to raise due to rising fuel costs and maint. We are meeting our. tails 
as we get ahead in any way. 

I am not harping my own tune, just know the facts that this transit system is very 
appreciated and needed by those who use us to get where they need to go, i.e. doctors, 
physical therapy, basic grocery shopping, personal legal matters, you name it. The 
passengers have expressed their appreciation to roe personally, and through the other 
drivers. The seniors of the valley who are unable to drive themselves anymore get all 
excited when we show up to pick them up, and most of them just want to go for the rides. 
Many agencies depend on us to get physically and mentally challenged clients to their 
places so they can do the day care that they are in the business for. These clients look 
forward to the trip there and home.

KTUU News did a bit 
on us last month, as has ADN a couple years back, and big word of mouth. We are faced with 
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cutting routes, not a good idea or feeling, and staff to cut down on costs, and raising 
rates which will cut ridership down quite a bit. Several of our drivers are single income 
large families where one parent is needed home due to small children, and a few, like 
myself, are working just to make ends meet with a two income family. I know times are 
hard, but when the moneys are there to support a non profit business, why should they sit 
there gathering dust? 

This is one idea I am sending to you, as a citizen, and an employee, of what to do with 
the excess oil tax moneys..

Dear Ms. Palin, 

Tragedy struck our family this past Wednesday evening as what appears to 
be a large wolf took our pet dog from Artillary Road near Eagle River on 
Fort Richardson. The next morning we tracked the animal (s) and found 
a few remains about a mile from the core of Eagle River. This attack 
was about 30 feet from my wife. 

We really wanted our loss to become others warning as to this danger 
that is so close. Several calls were made to the Anchorage and Fort 
Richardson ADFG offices in the early morning and again in the afternoon, 
but as of Thursday evening none of them have been returned. The 
overriding concern is the question of how important is the public safety 
to these people? One of the clerks responded that wolf attacks on dogs 
are fairly common! I don't recall any in the Municipality of Anchorage 
in the past 10 years, so are there facts regarding other attacks in the 
MOA that are not being given to the public? There are many children and 
other dogs in our community that are the same size as our 36 pound dog. 

We ask you to have someone check with ADFG to see if this incident is 
"common'' around the MOA, and why no one has responded to our messages. 
The public deserves to know the frequency and location of these types of 
incidents so they can avoid them. This should have been actively 
investigated to determine the type, number, and health of the attacking 
animal before precious evidence is lost. 

Thank you for the opportunity to address my concerns. I hope and pray 
for the safety of our people, and their pets.

The Kenai River problems have been talked about for years but no real steps have been taken to address these 
problems. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the summer and exceed limits in July, the high use month. 
This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps 
to do the right things for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to take 
action to protect the river's health and our state's reputation for clean waters and a clean environment. 

The regulations allow use of 2-stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of July, the high use month. 
In 2010 all engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or direct fuelinjection. The public knew the general 
direction the regulations would take earlier this year, so the public has had all of 2007, and then ail of 2008 and 
2009 to prepare for the total 2-cycle ban in 201 0. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they can discharge as 
much as 30% of their fuel usage as unburned fuel into the river. In good conscience we can not allow that type of 
discharge into the river. In the 4-stroke or direct fuel injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the 
old 2-stroke engines. We have looked closely at the water quality and can clearly correlate hydrocarbon 
contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-stroke powered boats. 

The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection engines up to 50-hp any time after the regulations 
are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. Currently the maximum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 
35-hp must take a larger engine and de-tune it to 35hp. 
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The regulations also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 106 inches wide. Larger boats will be 
grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.

The Kenai River problems have been talked about for years but no real steps have been 
taken to address these problems. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the summer and 
exceed limits in July, the high use month. This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and 
DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps to do the right things 
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for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to 
take action to protect the river's health and our state's reputation for clean waters and 
a clean environment. 



The regulations allow use of 2-stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of 
July, the high use month. In 2 010 all engines on the river must be either 4 -stroke or 
direct fuel injection. The public knew the general direction the regulations would take 
earlier this year, so the public has had all of 2007, and then all of 2008 and 2009 to 
prepare for the total 2 -cycle ban in 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they 
can discharge as much as 30% of their fuel usage as unburned fuel into the river. In good 
conscience we can not allow that type of discharge into the river. In the 4-stroke or 

; direct fuel injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the old 2-stroke 
engines. We have looked closely at the water quality and can clearly correlate 

! hydrocarbon contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-stroke 

i powered boats. 



The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection engines up to 50-hp any 
time after the regulations are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. 
Currently the maximum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 35-hp must take a larger engine 
and de-tune it to 35hp. 



The regulations also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 106 inches 
wide. Larger boats will be grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.

The Kenai River problems have been talked about for years but no real steps have been 
taken to address these problems. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the summer and 
exceed limits in July, the high use month. This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and 
DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps to do the right things 
for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to 
take action to protect the river's health and our state's reputation for clean waters and 
a clean environment. 
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The regulations allow use of 2-stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of 
July, the high use month. In 2010 all engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or 
direct fuel injection. The public knew the general direction the regulations would take 
earlier this year, so the public has had all of 2007, and then all of 2008 and 2009 to 
prepare for the total 2-cycle ban in 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they 
can discharge as much as 3 0% of their fuel usage as unburned fuel into the river. In good 
conscience we can not allow that type of discharge into the river. In the 4 -stroke or 
direct fuel injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the old 2- stroke 
engines. We have looked closely at the water quality and can clearly correlate 
hydrocarbon contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2 -stroke 
powered boats. 



The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection engines up to 50-hp any 
time after the regulations are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. 
Currently the maximum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 35-hp must take a larger engine 
and de-tune it to 35hp. 



The regulations also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 106 inches 
wide. Larger boats will be grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.

The DC Office has advised that when the Senate passed HR 3 9 97 last 
month, it stripped out some language several states (including Alaska) 
supported related to veterans mortgage bonds. 

Specific to Alaska, language was stripped out that would have raised the 
federal cap on the amount of tax exempt veterans mortgage bonds that 
could be issued by the Alaska Housing Finance Corporation. AHFC's 
veterans mortgage program is in danger of running out of funds for 
lending if Congress does not increase the cap. 

Several other states are in a similar position or have other language 
changes they want Congress to pass into law. The House Ways and Means 
Committee is planning to try and force the Senate to consider the bill 
again with the provisions back in it.

The DC Office has advised that when the Senate passed HR 3997 last month, it stripped out 
some language several states (including Alaska) supported related to veterans mortgage 
bonds . 



Specific to Alaska, language was stripped out that would have raised the federal cap on 
the amount of tax exempt veterans mortgage bonds that could be issued by the Alaska 
Housing Finance Corporation. AHFC's veterans mortgage program is in danger of running out 
of funds for lending if Congress does not increase the cap. 



Several other states are in a similar position or have other language changes they want 
Congress to pass into law. The House Ways and Means Committee is planning to try and 
force the Senate to consider the bill again with the provisions back in it. 



These states have drafted a letter to the Chair and Ranking Minority Member of the Senate 
Finance Committee and are asking Governors from several states to sign the letter this 
Monday. With your approval, I will work with Larry Persily to get your signature 
electronically put into the letter so it can be delivered to the Senators this coming 
Monday.

James Short, C-P Environmental Engineer returned my phone calls. 

The pipeline is a well flow commonline, carrying the flow from wells on the 2U and 2W well 
pads, from the well pads to the Central Processing Facility #2 (CPF#2) at Kuparuk. It is 
part of the production gathering system, and not a DOT regulated pipeline. 



Leak was discovered at 0133 in the morning of Sunday 12/16/2 007. Line was shut in 
immediately, but required until around noon to depressure and the hazardous atmosphere 
around the leak to disperse, to allow access and evaluation. Environmental were 
monitoring explosive limits, benzene and H2S , until levels reached safe limits to allow 
access to the area. 



Leak is from an fi inch split in the pipeline, at the 6 o'clock position. The CPF#2 was 
having upset conditions, and operations personnel suspect a surge may have been initiated, 
causing the rupture. Preliminary estimates of spill are 102 bbla. 
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The rupture occurred in an area with no access road. An ice road is being constructed to 
site. Tiie primary spill response company, Alaska Clean Seas (7 personnel) is on site, 
along with 15 contract workers and 12 Conoco Phillips responders . An additional 15 
contract clean up workers are in transit. Estimate 50 to 60 personnel will be on site 
working- on response today. 



The rupture site has been cleaned, and the insulation has been removed, preparing the site 
for a sleeve. Inspection crews will access shortly. 



Plan for clean up is to remove as much contaminated snow as possible. Once contaminated 
snow is removed, they will proceed with hot water washes to remove oil from frozen tundra. 



Alaska Department of Environmental Conservation (ADEC) , Wes Ghormley arrived at site 
yesterday and is on site today. 



James Short will follow up with pressure and flowrate of the pipeline, and developments 
through the day.

DOT'S Highway Safety Office has drafted a letter for your signature. 



Janice said you had a few questions about it, so I did some research. 

In 1990 Congress was considering a law requiring states to enact 
legislation revoking or suspending the driver's license of any person 
convicted of a drug offense. The legislation passed by the states would 
have to revoke or suspend the person's license even though the drug 
offense did not involve driving a car or motor vehicle. Congress 
attached financial penalties to Federal Highway funds for states that 



failed to comply. 



Many states were upset with the federal mandate and penalties. States 



pressured Congress for an exception. Finally, an exception was put into 



the bill. The exception applies if a states' legislature passed a 
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resolution opposing the federal law and the Governor submits (annually) 
a letter stating opposition to the federal law. 

In Alaska, the legislature passed HCR 10 in 19S3. HCR 10 expressed 
opposition to the federal law and was intended to preserve the State's 
right to decide which laws are most effective to battle illegal drug 
use , 

For the current fiscal year, the total possible federal sanction would 
be to withhold $21.3 million in National Highway and State 
Transportation construction funds. 

There is one statement in the draft letter from DOT that is a bit 
confusing. DOT is checking the language in the draft against the letter 
that was sent in last year. I should have a new draft for you to review 
tomorrow.

Suicide Attempt Prompts Court -Martial 
The Washington Post | December 03, 2007 

WASHINGTON - At Walter Reed Army Medical Center, 1st Lt. Elizabeth 
White-side listened last week as an Army prosecutor outlined the 
Criminal case against her. The charges: attempting suicide and 
Endangering the life of another soldier while serving in Iraq. 
Her hands trembled as Maj . Stefan Wolfe, the prosecutor, argued that 
Whiteside, now a psychiatric outpatient at Walter Reed, should be 
Court-martialed. After seven years of exemplary service, the 25- year- 
Old Army reservist faces the possibility of life in prison if she is 
Tried and convicted. 

Military psychiatrists at Walter Reed who examined Whiteside after 
She recovered from a self-inflicted gun wound in the stomach 
Diagnosed her with a severe mental disorder, possibly triggered by 
The stresses of a war zone. But Whiteside's superiors considered her 
Mental illness "an excuse" for criminal conduct, according to 
Documents obtained by The Washington Post . 

At the hearing, Wolfe, who already had warned Whiteside's lawyer of 
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The risk of using a "psychobabble" defense, pressed a senior 
Psychiatrist at Walter Reed to justify his diagnosis. 

"I'm not here to play legal games," Col. George Brandt said angrily, 
According to a recording of the hearing. "I am here out of the 
Genuine concern for a human being that's breaking and that is broken. 
She has a severe and significant illness. Let's treat her as a human. 
Being. " 

In recent months, prodded by outrage over poor conditions at Walter 
Reed, the Army has made a highly publicized effort to improve 
Treatment of Iraq veterans and change a culture that stigmatizes 
Mental illness. 

But outside the Pentagon, the military still often deals with mental 
Health issues by relying on the judgment of combat -hardened 
Commanders whose understanding of mental illness is vague or 
Misinformed. The stigma around psychological wounds still can be seen 
In the' smallest of Army policies. While family members of Soldiers 
Recovering at Walter Reed from physical injuries are provided free 
Lodging and a per diem to care for their loved ones, families of 
Psychiatric outpatients usually have to pay their own way. 

"It's a disgrace," said Tom Whiteside, a former Marine and retired 
Federal law enforcement officer who lost his free housing after his 
Daughter's' physical wounds had healed enough that she could be moved 
To the psychiatric ward. A charity organization, the Yellow Ribbon 
Fund, provides him with an apartment near Walter Reed so he can be 
Near his daughter. 

Under military law, Soldiers who attempt suicide can be prosecuted 
Under the theory that it affects the order and discipline of a unit 
And brings discredit to the armed forces. In reality, criminal 
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Charges are extremely rare unless there is evidence the attempt was 
An effort to avoid service or endangered others. 

Elizabeth Whiteside almost accepted the Army's offer to resign in 
Lieu of court-martial. But it meant she would have to explain for the 
Rest of her life why she was not given an honorable discharge. Her 
Attorney also believed she would have been left without the medical 
Care and benefits. No decision has yet been wade on whether 
Whiteside's case will proceed to court-martial.

The DC Office has advised that when the Senate passed HR 3997 last 
month, it stripped out some language several Btates (including Alaska) 
supported related to veterans mortgage bonds. 

Specific to Alaska, language was stripped out that would have raised the 
federal cap on the amount of tax exempt veterans mortgage bonds that 
could be issued by the Alaska Housing Finance Corporation. AHFC's 
veterans mortgage program is in danger of running out of funds for 
lending if Congress does not increase the cap. 

Several other states are in a similar position or have other language 
changes they want Congress to pass into law. The House Ways and Means 
Committee is planning to try and force the Senate to consider the bill 
again with the provisions back in it. 

These states have drafted a letter to the Chair and Ranking Minority 
Member of the Senate Finance Committee and are asking Governors from 
several states to sign the letter this Monday. With your approval, I 
will work with Larry Persily to get your signature electronically put 
into the letter so it can be delivered to the Senators this coming 
Monday .

Governor: 



DOT'S Highway Safety Office has drafted a letter for your signature. Janice said you had 
a few questions about it, so 1 did some research. 



In 1990 Congress was considering a law requiring states to enact legislation revoking or 
suspending the driver's license of any person convicted of a drug offense. The 
legislation passed by the states would have to revoke or suspend the person's license even 
though the drug offense did not involve driving a car or motor vehicle. Congress attached 
financial penalties to Federal Highway funds for states that failed to comply. 



Many states were upset with the federal mandate and penalties. States pressured Congress 
for an exception. Finally, an exception was put into the bill. The exception applies if 
a states' legislature passed a resolution opposing the federal law and the Governor 
submits (annually) a letter stating opposition to the federal law. 



In Alaska, the legislature passed HCR 10 in 1993. KCR 10 expressed opposition to the 
federal law and was intended to preserve the State's right to decide which laws are most 
effective to battle illegal drug use. 



For the current fiscal year, the total possible federal sanction would be to withhold 
$21.3 million in National Highway and State Transportation construction funds. 



There is one statement in the draft letter from DOT that is a bit confusing. DOT is 
checking the language in the draft against the letter that was sent in last year. I 
should have a new draft for you to review tomorrow.

* Restricted Alaska's wolf management procrram^Q 

* Limited claims of access under RS2477=20 

* Prohibited the importation of polar bear parts from Canada, ~ thereby jeopardizing polar 
bear management in Northern Canada. 



Other anti-Alaska initiatives, such as additional wilderness in the = Tongass and the 
Coastal Plain of ANWR, never came up in the appropriations = process. However, with a new

Another totd me he wanted to go to college 
and earn a business degree and some day own a small business.) Just some thoughts for 
you — have a great night and I'll see you tomorrow.

I am pleased to report that none of the anti-Alaska policy riders described below and 
in my memorandum of October 9th has apparently been included in the omnibus 
appropriations bill currently under consideration by Congress. 

I would like to say that the absence of these riders is due to the efforts of your DC 
office. Hopefully, our advocacy was a factor. However, full disclosure compels me to 
say that the biggest factors were the anti-rider stance of the Bush 
administration and the procedural situation in Congress which made it difficult to 
include riders in the omnibus bill. 

The riders (or threats of riders) would have - 

• Required that Alaska return federal highway funds for the Gravina Island and 
Knik Arm Bridges 

• Restricted oil and gas leasing in NPR-A and North Aleutian Basin 

• Prohibited the use of federal funds to build new roads in the roadless areas of 
the Tongass National Forest, thereby sharply restricting timber harvest. 

• Restricted Alaska's wolf management program 

• Limited claims of access under RS2477 

• Prohibited the importation of polar bear parts from Canada, thereby 
jeopardizing polar bear management in Northern Canada. 

Other anti-Alaska initiatives, such as additional wilderness in the Tongass and the 
Coastal Plain of ANWR, never came up in the appropriations process. However, with 
a new President and Congress, we can expect these to reemerge in the future.

(ADP) Network was founded at the 2005 
National Education Summit, only two states 
(Texas and Arkansas) had graduation 
requirements rigorous enough to prepare 
students for success in college and careers. The 
governors and state education leaders who 
helped start the ADP Network recognized that if 
they wanted their graduates to be able to 
compete for college and jobs in a "flat world" 
their 20th century education standards were no 
longer good enough. They also understood the 
power of collaborating with and learning from 
each other as they raised expectations. 

Nowhere has the power of collective state 
action been more apparent than in the rapid 
adoption by states of rigorous college and 
career ready graduation requirements. What began as two states just under 
three years ago now stands at 17, with Louisiana and Arizona taking action to 
raise their graduation requirements just this month. For a state by state 
comparison of the new requirements, go here . 

Each of the states that have put new requirements in place has faced a series of 
difficult decisions in designing and implementing its graduation policy. In which

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subject areas should the state establish requirements and how challenging should 
those requirements be? Should the new requirements be mandatory for all 
students or should there be an opt- out provision? How will the state ensure that 
courses with the same name are taught in a consistently rigorous manner across 
the state? What are the implications for career and technical education or other 
non traditional curricular pathways? The list goes on. 

In order to help states navigate these issues, Achieve held a strategy session for 
ADP states earlier this year. We invited leaders from states who had already 
raised graduation requirements to attend so they could share their experiences 
and lessons (earned with states that were planning action. The dynamics and the 
ideas that emerged were powerful. 

As an outgrowth of that meeting, Achieve has developed a policy brief entititled, 
"Aligning High Schooi Graduation Requirements with the Real World: A Road Map 
for States." (Download rt here.} The Road Map addresses the most frequently 
cited challenges of policy design as well as strategies for implementation, 
communication and coalition building. It draws heavily on the experience of early 
adopter states. 

Raising graduation requirements is no panacea. It brings numerous capacity 
challenges to the fore, from finding enough qualified math and science teachers 
to ensuring students receive the support they need to succeed. But that is exactly 
the point. Setting the bar so that all students graduate from high school prepared 
for the real world is an Important first step in addressing and resolving these 
critical issues. Once the bar is set, it enables all of the leaders in the state, in 
districts and in schools to focus on what really matters: doing what it takes to 
help students succeed.

Louisiana and Arizona Increase 
Graduation Requirements 

In early December the Louisiana Board 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education approved college- and 
career-ready graduation requirements. 
The revision to Bulletin 741, the 
Louisiana Handbook for School 
Administrators, will increase the 
Carnegie credits needed to earn a 
diploma from 23 to 24 by requiring a 
fourth year of math, including Algebra 
II, for high school graduation. 
Beginning with incoming freshman in 
2008-09, all students automatically will 
be enrolled in the Louisiana Core 4 
Curriculum, which includes four units 
each of English, math, science, and 
social studies; one unit of visual arts, 
performing arts, or Fine Arts Survey; 
and two units of foreign language or 
speech courses. These revisions are 
the result of recommendations from 
the Louisiana High School Redesign 
Commission, a statewide collaborative 
effort of the Department of Education, 
the Board of Elementary and 
Secondary Education, the Board of 
Regents and the Governor's Office. 

At its meeting on December 10, the 
Arizona State Board of Education

New Resources 



• The National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) released the 
results of the 2007 reading and mathematics assessments, known as the 
Trial Urban District Assessments, orTUDAs. These assessments were 
given earlier this year to 4th- and 8th-grade students at eleven urban 
school districts at the same time as national- and state-level assessments. 
The study compares students' scores against the average nationally and 
the averages of students in other large central cities (population 
> 250,000). Key findings show that national NAEP trends in 4th and 8th 
grade math and reading scores were similarly observed among the urban 
districts tested. 

o The national average for 4th grade NAEP math scores increased 
from 2003 to 2007. Eight urban districts saw a similar increase, 
three saw no change. 

o The national average for 8th grade NAEP math scores increased 
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from 2003 to 2007. All eleven urban districts saw a similar increase. 

o The national average for 4th grade NAEP reading scores increased 
from 2003 to 2007. Ten urban districts saw a similar increase, one 
saw no change. 

o The national average for 8th grade NAEP reading scores remained 
constant from 2003 to 2007. Seven urban districts saw a similar 
stagnation, three saw an increase. 

Detailed statistics about particular districts show some areas where 
achievement gaps are being closed. The full TUDA report gives examples. 

• The American Institutes for Research (AIR) 
has issued a report entitled, "Chance Favors 
the Prepared Mind: Mathematics and Science 
Indicators for Comparing States and Nations." 
It compares the mathematics and science 
skills of 8th-grade students in each of the 50 
states, D.C., and U.S. Department of Defense 
schools with those of their counterparts 
around the world and provides international 
benchmarks to help states see how their 
students are doing within an international 
context. 

"More than a century ago Louis Pasteur 
revealed the secret to Invention and 
innovation when he said 'chance favors the 
prepared mind'. The take away message from this report is that the 
United States is loosing the race to prepare the minds of the future 
generation," says Dr. Gary Phillips, a chief scientist at AIR and report 
author. 

According to the study, students in Singapore and several other Asian 
countries significantly outperform U.S. students, even those in high- 
achieving states. Download the report... 

• The Program for International Student Assessment (PISA) results are In. 
PISA is an assessment that focuses on 15-year-olds' capabilities in reading 
literacy, mathematics literacy, and science literacy. In the U.S., this age 
corresponds largely to grade 9 and 10 students. It is coordinated by the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD), an 
intergovernmental organization of industrialized countries. In 2006, fifty- 
seven jurisdictions participated in PISA, including 30 OECD jurisdictions 
and 27 non-OECD jurisdictions. The results show the average combined 
science literacy scale score for U.S. students to be lower than the OECD 
average. U.S. students scored lower on science literacy than their peers in 
16 of the other 29 OECD jurisdictions and 6 of the 27 non-OECD 
jurisdictions. Twenty-two jurisdictions (5 OECD jurisdictions and 17 non- 
OECD jurisdictions) reported lower scores compared to the U.S. in science 
literacy. 

On the mathematics literacy scale, U.S. students scored lower than the 
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OECD average. Thirty-one jurisdictions (23 OECD jurisdictions and 8 non- 
OECD jurisdictions) scored higher on average, than the U.S. in 
mathematics literacy in 2006. In contrast, 20 jurisdictions (4 OECD 
jurisdictions and 16 non-OECD jurisdictions) scored lower than the U.S. in 
mathematics literacy in 2006. 

Administered every three years, PISA includes measures of general or 
cross-curricular competencies, such as learning strategies, and 
emphasizes skills that students have acquired as they near the end of 
mandatory schooling. PISA 2000 focused on reading literacy, PISA 2003 
focused on mathematics literacy, and PISA 2006 focused on science 
literacy. More.,,
